Heavy Artillery, Increasing 


Fleet Of Planes Hammer 


Axis Ground Forces

LONDON, Dec. 9 — Heavy ar* 
tillery and steadily-growing fleets 
of planes were reported softening 
the Axis in the Tebourba area to­ 
day as the Allies, secured by the 
repulse of the enem y’s efforts to 
recapture heights dominating the 
battlefield, apparently prepared for 
a big new drive on Bizerte and 
Tunis. 
“American pilots 
are taking 
a 
very active part in ground opera­ 
tions,” said a Morocco radio broad­ 
cast quoting what it called a new 
Allied headquarters communique. 
The announcer added that "every 
day, fresh formations of aircraft 
are put into action.” The broad­ 
cast indicated also that the Allies 
are concentrating heavy land and 
air forces. 
Axis Destroyer Hit 
A communique direct from Allied 
headquarters reported a lull, with 
"activity in the forward area yes­ 
terday . . . limited to p a ro lin g ” 
after the battle for the heights Sun­ 
day and Monday which ended with 
the Allies still holding their ori­ 
ginal positions. 
The communique said the count 
of enemy tanks destroyed Sunday 
has risen to 20. 
In Cairo, an R.A.F.-British head­ 
quarters communique reported ex­ 
tensive Allied air operations over 
both Tunisia and Libya, including 
hits on a destroyer, a fuel dump 
and a large building in a night raid 
on the Bizerte docks and seaplane 
base. 
The Daily Mail said the strong­ 
est Allied air force yet seen on the 
Tunisian front is operating with 
the British First army and United 
States units. 
Troops Get 'Good Support’ 
This report of increased Allied 
air strength was borne out in yes 
terday’s communique from Allied 
headquarters in North Africa which 
said th at Allied troops in the for­ 
ward areas are receiving “good 
support” from light bombers and 
fighters. 
The latest official word on She 
fighting around the B!zerte*Tunis 
defense arc w as the communique 
reporting that after a strong Allied 
counter-attack, Axis 
troops with 
drew Monday night from a position 
they had captured from the Allies. 
This engagement took place in the 
Tebourba 
area, 
about 
35 
miles 
south of Bizerte and 20 miles west 
of Tunis. 
The Berlin radio, meanwhile, was 
claiming that British and United 
States troops had been outflanked 
and dislodged from their positions 
in the Tunis area. 
This report, based on a DNB 
dispatch, said that six U. S. heavy 
bombers were destroyed on

U. S. Spends 46 Billions 


In First Year Of War

United States more than $46,000,- 
000.000— more than the entire cost 
of participation in the last world 
conflict 25 years ago. 
s t a g g e r i n g as this sum appears, 
it is dwarfed by latest budget esti­ 
mates of war expenditures for the 
1943 fiscal year, which budget of­ 
ficials expect to am ount to $7S,- 
000.060,000. 
Since last Dec. 8. when congress 
declared a state of war with J a ­ 
pan. the treasury has reported $46,- 
393.S90.525 spent on w ar activities 
alone up to last Saturday. Official* 
say this is conservative. 
The net cost of American p arti­ 
cipation in the First World war, 
treasury statistics show, was $40,- 
583.062,000. 
The nation entered the second 
year of its war against the Axis 
with the greatest public debt in its 
history and war costs mounting to 
unprecedented heights. 
The latest treasury statem ents 
show that current 
w ar expendi­ 
tures are running a t the rate of 
about $6,000,000,000 a month, which 
is just about four times what they 
were under the national defense 
program before Pearl Harbor. 
The public debt, too, is nearly 
twice what it was a year ago. At 
that time — Dec. 8, 1941 — it was 
$55,231,154,812. It since has mount­ 
ed to more than $100,000,000,000, 
the latest treasury figure last Sat­ 
urday placing the gross debt at 
$103,577,860,314. 
W hen the United States entered 
the war in 1917, it had a gross debt 
of about $1,500,000,000. During the 
first year of participation in that 
war. the public debt rose to $11,- 
350,376,680 and on Nov. 30, 1918, it 
stood at $19,438,375,022.

There has been a "breakdow n” 
In the railroad Industry. Johnson 
declared,

work where they are paid more 
for the same kind of work. 
The decision 
was a sequel to 
wage adjustm ent demands by the

“Every 
nationalist 
movement 
has Its hero, one who represents 
the aspirations and hopes of the 
growing 
nation’s 
spirit,’’ 
Rev. 
W eimer said at the beginning of 
hla talk. 
“Without question. Chi­ 
ang Kai-shek merits this position 
among the Chinese people and, so 
ably has he led and served them, 
that not only China but the entire 
world honors him as the greatest 
figure In a great country. 
No one 
can read the stirring record of his 
life without being Impressed with 
his Indomitable will and determin­ 
ation." 
Gen. Chiang was bom Oct. 31, 
3887, and is 55. 
He was the sec­ 
ond child of his father, a merchant 
In the village of Chlkow In Chok­ 
ing province. 
It was thers that he 
spent his childhood days. 
When he was 9, hla father died 
and he and his brothers took over 
operation of the store. Later, when 
it cam e tim e for him to go to 
school a fte r his older brother had 
been educated, be chose an edu­ 
cational 
Institution 
that 
taught 
w estern science and mathematics, 
the pastor continued. 
Hla relatives were disappointed 
In 
this 
decision 
because 
such 
schooling would not help him to 
pass 
the 
classical 
examination. 
which alone qualified a boy for 
advance merit. 
M arried W hen 15 
At IR. before be had finished 
high school, he was married in ac­ 
cordance with arrangements made 
by his family and that of the 
bride-to-be. 
A year after his m ar­ 
riage, the school boy became the 
father of a son. 
At 17, Chiang 
shocked his relatives by announc­ 
ing bis Intentions of going to a 
m ilitary school to prepare to bs a 
soldier. 
He joined the army of Chekiang 
as a common soldier and won an 
appointment to the military staff 
college. 
In Tokyo, 
he m et Dr. 
Gun Yat-sen, who dreamed of e s­ 
tablishing a 
democratic republic 
In China, modeled after that of the 
United States. 
He became one of 
Dr. Bun's disciples. 
He later ac­ 
cepted a commission In the Japan­ 
ese army but returned to China 
in 1911 after the beginning of the 
revolution. 
During the First World war he 
milde a fortune in dealing in stocks 
but lost it all in the stock mar­ 
ket crash In 1920. 
Dr. Sun, who 
had become head of the civil gov­ 
ernment under the protection of 
the army, offered Chiang a posi­ 
tion in the army where hts ad­ 
vancement was rapid. 
Soon after he met Melding Soong. 
a Chinese girl who had recently 
returned to Shanghai from Amer­ 
ica where she had been educated 
and become a Christian. Six years 
later he marrhxl Melding after di­ 
vorcing his first wife in 1921. He 
became a Christian in 
1920 and 
was baptized into the Methodist 
church. 
Dr 
Sun died lu 1925 and the 
nationalist 
party named 
him as 
one of its three leaders 
In 1921 
he emerged as a virtual dictator 
of the country. 
On June I. 
when 
the United 
States 
offered 
China 
lease-lend 
help on the same basis as Great 
Britain, Rev. Weimer quoted Gen. 


Chiang Kai-shek as saying 
“China has passed her most dan­ 
gerous crisis. 
There is decidedly 
! no danger of our being subjugated 
by the enemy but we must do our 
utmost to recover our own and 
our allies’ lost territories and help 
in the emancipation of all peoples 
under the yoke of aggressors.” 
“These are tho words of a man 
whose

All Labor Must Be Used 


Bv The Anaocisted Pre**- 
CLEVELAND, Dec. 9 — The war 
manpower 
commission’s regional 
director, Robert C. Goodwin, told 
a farm problems conference today 
"we 
must 
use 
every 
available 
source of labor supply if 1943 crops 
are going to be grown and harvest­ 
ed in the volume demanded by our 
government and the United Na­ 
tions.” 
Opening a two-day session of U-

continued:

Production Warning* Sounded 
On the anniversary of Pearl Har­ 
bor, these were some of the warn­ 
ings sounded by key war produc­ 
tion men about the ever-growing 
volume of U. S. assembly lines. 
These men, especially Production 
Boss Donald M. Nelson, back up 
their warnings with experience and 
factual material: 
“Everything is secondary to war 
production. Non-essential firms will 
have 
to face 
the prospect of 
dwindling business and, at the ex­ 
treme, no business at all." This 
from Nelson. 
Some states are dissatisfied with 
the spreading of war contracts and 
feel that the big firms are being 
overloaded. Sub-contracting should 
be more generally employed. New 
York particularly is being left out 
of the sub-contracting on war or­ 
ders. This from Attorney Arthur 
G. Silverman of the senate “small 
business’’ committee. 
Problems of material and man­ 
power are retarding the rate of

rather than cutting into output 
volume. Particularly is the con­ 
verted automobile industry suffer­ 
ing from shortages which are hob- 
bling the production setup.

The chiefs 
not only

their intention of carrying on their

sports program 
today, 
but 
also 
urged 
that 
intercollegiate 
athletics throughout the nation be 
continued, "as requested by army 
and navy officials, regardless of 
spectator attendance.” 
Directors of athletics of the Big 
Ten schools stated "It is our con­ 
viction that competition is of real 
value in encouraging physical fit­ 
ness among the youth of the nation 
and in teaching the principles of 
team or co-ordinated effort which 
may he involved in military lead­ 
ership and operations.”

The main dish consists of roast 
goose 
stuffed 
with 
apples 
and 
prunes and the sweet is “Jule- 
kage.” a special apple cake with 
whipped 
cream. 
After 
dinner, 
songs are sung by the host and his 
friends, and gifts are distributed. 
But now for the recipes, which 
we hope you will like. To stuff the 
10-pound goose soak overnight one- 
half pound stoned prunes (weight 
after fruit has been stoned). Mix 
with four apples, peeled and quar­ 
tered. Sear goose, which has been 
well plucked and 
trussed. Stuff 
with friut dressing. Cook in roast­ 
er In just enough water to keep 
from burning. 
Add salt. pepper and paprika. 
Add two onions cut in small pieces, 
and if desired, one clove chopped 
garlic. Cover roaster tightly, place 
in hot oven and roast for 30 min­ 
utes without basting. Then slowly 
add

tumbler of orange Juice 
poured 
over 
the 
fowl Into 
the 
gravy. Baste often for two hours 
until goose is brown and tender, 
adding a little water from time 
to time. Serve with red cabbage.

Boil with one fourth cup sugir and 
one half 
teaspoon 
vanilla. 
Use 
just enough water to keep from 
burning and just bring to a boil 
so that apples do not fall apart 
Into a frying pan put two cups 
grated white bread, tablespoon but­ 
ter, one fourth cup sugar, 
and 
brown. In a glass bowl alternate 
layers of the browned crumbs and 
apples, cover with whipped cream 
and serve.

singers, is not lack of voice, but 
lack of training. 
On a day when I listened to the 
preliminary auditions, in a glassed- 
in room off Studio SA, I heard a 
baritone and a soprano sing for 
Mr. Pelletier. Singer and accom­ 
panist were alone in the big studio; 
in tho glassed-in room we could 
see and hear, but the singer could 
not hear the critical comments.

The woman, young and brunel, 
was nervous. In her first offering 


her voice tightened up on her, but. 
she too was asked to sing again. 
She Hounded good to me. The chief 
comment seemed to be that she 
would be more attractive if she 
would remove her glasses. 
Most contestants, no matter how 
Impossible, are asked to sing a 
second song because that bolsters 
their ego. Even experienced sing­ 
ers freeze up because so much de­ 
pends on those few seconds of 
song. 
Pelletier’s ears have been as­ 
saulted many limes by whisky ten­ 
ors and sobbing sopranos, just as 
they have sometimes been charmed 
by a really promising voice.
